VALUABLE PATENTS. 


“Some Yankee Inventions That Have 


Proauced Big Fortunes. 
From the New York Times. 
The records of the United States Patent 


Office in Washington are filled with curtosi- 


ties of the inventive genius of Americans 
which are calculated to astonish the seeker 
after knowledge who consults them. Of the 
rreat inventions of the age, such as the tele- 
craph in its various branches, the telephone, 

the steam engine, and other grand produc- 
tious of inventive energy, the world is well 

informed, but of the smaller and simpler 
articles designed for the ractical 

benefit or amusement of mankind little notice 
is taken by the general public. The streets. 
down town are sprinkled with itinerant ven- 

ders of small articles, so simple in themselves 
that the passer-by sees nothing in them 
to excite remark, or which, to his mind, 

heis not himself incapable of originating, and 
vet-these articles, insignificant as they seem, 

are all covered by patents, and from many of 
them large fortunes have already been made 

by the inventor, and are still rolling up to re- 

ward him for his originality. A patent once. 
cranted protects the holder from all infringe- 

ment upon bis idea for the time during which 

the patent runs, and hecontrols the manu- 

facture of his article as absolutely as he does 

the real estate which standsin his name.. 
Every change madein the original article 
must itself be patented in order to 
secure it against appropriation by others, 
for this reason nearly every large 
invention,such as the telephone, is covered by 
a number of patents, each one protecting 
some special feature which has been added 
since the production of the original article. 
Nothing is too small, nothing is too simple in 
construction or too cLeapin manufacture to 
be made the subject of a patent. Indeed, the 
smaller and simpler the article the more 
necessity there is for the inventor to secure 
himself in this way, for cheap things can be 
infringed upon by anybody, while large arti- 


‘cles require capital for their construction. 


The only condition required to entitle an in- 
ventor to a patent is. that. his idea 
shall be absolutely new, and shall 
not infringe upon the patent of 
any otber inventor. This condition 
existing, any article, however simple, can be 
s cured to its originator by complying with 
the provisions of the patent laws. The busi- 
ness of securing patents has grown to such 
proportions that thousands of lawyers all 
over the country devote themselves entirely 
to it. and the applications made through these 
firms t¢the Patent Office are so numerous 
that a large corps of Government clerks are 
kept busy all the time ingjexamining and pass- 
ing judgment upon them. A great number 
are found to be worthless, and numbers more 
are discovered to be infringements on exist- 
ing patents, and are rejected on this ground, 
but, after eliminating ail these, the patents 
granted yearly amount to thousands, and of 
these many prove to be mines of wealth to 
Ayeir fortunate owners. —" 
Of the patent articles which have made: 


‘their owners independent, some of the most 


vaiuable are those which any schoolboy 
might presumably have invented, only no 
schoolboy did so, and the man who did is 
now reaping the reward of his foresight. 
Durtng the summer months a favorite toy is 
what is known as the “return ball.” It con- 
sists simply of a rubber bail, to which is at- 
tacbed along piece of elastic. The end of the 
elastic is held in the hand, or tied around the 
finger, and when the bail is thrown it goes 
fur enough to stretch the elastic to its utmost 
tension, 9nd then returns to the hand as the 
effect of the recoil. This little device is 
patented, and sells for the small sum of 10 
cents on the street, and at a slight advance in 
the fashionable toy stores. It1is foundin the 
hands of thousands of bovs and girls through- 
out the cOuntry, and yields tothe holder of 
the patent an income equal to that of a capi- 
tal of $500,000. Therubber tip on the end 
of the lead pencils, which is used for eras- 
ing false marka, is also secured by patent. 
and forevery tip used the manufacturer 
pays a royalty to the inventor, which gives 
him an independent income. The consump- 
tion of thesé pencils 1s very great, and the 
simple idea of tipping them with rubber has 
placed the man whooriginated it beyond the 
reach of need inthe future, so long as he 
cings to his patent.

The richts of the 
American inventor are sacred, and no.Com- 
missioner of Patents dares infringe upon 
them. It will be sad news to manv a prudent 
housewife to learn that every time she pricks 
a hole in an egg with a pin she is violating the 
patent of an American inventor, but suc is 
the case. Years ago an inventive genius de- 
voted himself to discovering a method to 
prevent eggs from cracking during the pro- 
cess of boiling. He solved the problem by 
pricking a. piu-hale in one end 
of the egg, through which the air 
in the shell was allowed to escape, and this 
pin-hole he duly patented according to law. 
Precisely how he managed to collect his roy- 
alty is a mystery, buttoe fact remains that 
he has a jegal claim for royalty on every pin- 
hole made in an egg before boiling. An ap- 
plication has recentiy been made through 
Munn & Co. for the patent of a machine two 
oe young orphan chickens from being 
onely. This is an invention which should 
and probably will commend itself to Mr. 
Bergh. Theinventor claims that hundreds 
of chickens hatched out in the artificial incu- 
bators become lonely because they misa the 
*“cluck! cluck!’ oftne mother hen, which 
is the lullaby of all weil-regulated chickens 
hatched in the natural way, and many are 
killed by this loneliness. H2 has arranged a 
system of clock-work which produces a noise 
somewhat similar to that of the hen, which he 
proposes to attach to the incubatur, and on 
this machine the patent is asked. A patent 
has been issued on a clog for fowls, designed 
to prevent them from scratching ia gardens. 
It consists of a wire in the shape of a hairpin, 
sharp at the points. This is attached to the 
feet of the fowl in such a way that when it 
attempts to scratch points enter the ground 
and prevent the claws from reaching it. Hens

signed to deceive them into laying more than 
the one egg daily which every respectable 
bird contributes to the farmer’s larder has 
been devised and patented. It has a false 
bottom, through which the egg drops as soon 
as laid, and the patient hen, feeling that she 
has failed in her duty, proceeds to lay aneth- 
er and another until her treasury becomes ex~ 
hausted or she discovers the deception. A

The Parallel Cases of Lamson and 
Capt. Donellan. 
New York Letter to the Troy Times. 

Public attention has been widely attracted 
by the Lamson case, not only because of its 
peculiar features, but also by the kinship 
which the prisoner holds with a distinguish- 
ed American family. The case, strange as it 
may appear, bears a close resemblance to one 
which thri'led the gentry of England a cent- 
ury ago. I refer to the conviction and execu- 
tion of Capt. Doneilan for the murder of Sir 
Theodosius Boughton. The paraitiel is so 
complete that I offer afew facts obtained by 
reference to the report found in the Astor 
library. The victim was a young Baronet, 
whose sister had married Doneilan, and ail 
three lived with her mother. The victim 
was aninvalid and was under medica} attend- 
ance, his mother bcing a faithful nurse. 
One morning she gave him the usual! draught, 
but noticed that it had a very peculiar smeil. 
Her son also noticed this, and also said that 
the taste was so repuisive that he could hard- 
ly swailow it. He soon complained of pain, 
and his mother, being called from the room, 
found him on her returnspeechless and foam- 
ing atthe mouth. In a short time he died, 
and was duly buried. The 
sudden and mysterious manner of his 
death, however, soon awoke _ suspicion, 
which centered on Capt. Donellan, espe- 
cially as Sir Theodosius stood between him 
and a handsome property. It was known 
that Donellan had a small portable still in his 
room, and also that he had been distilling

den. It was also known that laurel water was 
poisonous. To this was added the very sus- 
picious fact that as soon as the victim was 
dead Capt. Donellan entered the room and 
not only washed out the glass 
which contained the draught, but 
also * removed the bottle from 
which the latter had been poured. He also 
put lime into his still, and in reply to inquiry 
said that he had purposed distilling lime 
water, Whereas all know that the latter is 
simply made by putting water on lime. Un- 
der these circumstances Vonellan was ‘con- 
victed, and was hung nine days afterward. 
Many considered the testimony insufficient, 
and atthe present day he would have been 
acquitted, but an important link in the chain 
was discovered after his death. A 
volume ofSijphilosophical treatises was 

then found in his room with one of the pages 
cutout. The missing page (found by com- 
parison with unmutiiated volumes) contained 
a formula for distilling laurel. Among those 

features which render the parallel the more 

remarkable are the following: The Donelian 
case was the first instance of poisoning by 
laurel water known in British jurisprudence.

PLAIN ENGLISH. 

In an interview with Gov. CRITTENDEN 
the latter expressed himself as follows: 

‘¢What were vour instructions to the Ford 
brothers? Did youinstruct them to cupture 
Jesse Jamesif possible before attempting to 
shoot him, or dia you give them to understand 
thatit was wholly discretionary with them 
whether they killed him or captured him 
alive?’’ 

‘‘T will answer youinthis way: Iam satis- 
fied with tne result of their action, and I feel 
confident thatit will meet with the sanction .of 
every law-abiding citizen, not only of this 
State, but thronghout the United States, who 
has a proper understanding of the surround- 
ings of the case and a due appreciation of the 
enforcement of the law, even if the instru- 
mentalities bear not upon their face a true 
exhibit ot justice. Still, time will develop that 
the end justifies the means.”’ 

Time has already developed that Gov. 
CRITTENDEN and all the authorities of St. 
Joseph and Kansas City knew that JAMES 
was living in St. Joseph ever since last Christ- 
mas; that every one of his movements was 
carefully reported to and known by them; 
that nevertheless they did not arrest him to 
vindicate the law, but deliberately hired two 
scoundrels to cowardly asssssinate JAMES, 
pledging themselves to complete immunity 
and heavy blood pay. 

Is this a nice business for a Governor of 
this State to be engaged in? Is this the 
boasted vindication of law and justice? Is 
this much glory tothe honor and power of a 
creat State like Missouri? Is this the spirit 
of modern civilization? Or is it assassination 
for pay—assassination as a regular paying 
business—assassination made to order—as- 
sassination by order of the Governor, precise- 
ly in the style of the rulers of the Dark Ages? 

Assassination by order of the Governor is 
as dangerous, as demoralizing, as disgusting 
and as abhorrent a principle and practice as 
assassination by order of any low criminal in 
the State. 

The end does not justify the means. The 
means do not justify the end. it is ashame 
and disgrace tothe State of Missouri that in 
this age and eraits Chief Magistrate should 
openly avow that justice could not be secured 
by law and courts, that anoutlaw known to 
quietly live in a certain city could not be 
otherwise secured than by hired, brutal, mis- 
erable murder—by the order of the Governor.

THE ELECTIONS. 

The municipal elections that took place this 
week have shown very clearly that both par- 
ties are a little demoralized and that party 
realty is not as strong as it used tobe, 

In Missouri, for instance, the Republicans 
have greatly gained and elected Republican 
Mayors in nearly all the principal cities. 
Springfield in the Southwest, hansas City in 
the West—once overwhelmingly Democratic 
—St. Joseph in the northwest, Sedalia in the 
center, all have Republican Mayors since 
yesterday. 

In Ohio and Indiana, in Chicago and Iilinois 
however,the local elections showed Deniocratic 
gains.

THE Coroner’s Jury at St. Joseph, called to 
sit upon the corpse of Colonel JEssk JAMES, 
returned a verdict yesterday to the effect that.

Dr. J. F. Snyder, of Virginia, Cass county, 
Illinois, wrote t6 F. F. Hiider: ‘‘A ruray 
friend in this county some time ago found on 
his farm acurious bronze coin or ornament; 
which he has requested me to send toSt. Louis 
or, elsewhere for identification. Supposing 
that you are a numismatician as well as an 
archzologist, I will send it to you for your 
opinion.’’ : 

Upon examination, Mr. Hilder identified it 
as a coin of Antiochus IV., surnamed Epipb- 


anes, one of the kings of Syria, of the family 
of the Selucidz, who reigned from 175 B. C. to 
164 B. C., and who is mentioned in the Bible 
(first book of the Maccabees, chapter 1) las a 
cruel persecutor of the Jews.

Railroad Reports. 

Annual reports of ‘two great railways, the 
Chicago, Buritington and Quincy and the Union 
Pacific, are just madeup. The C., B. & Q. 
earned during 1881 $21,324,150. The operating 
expenses, including taxes, were $11,066,514, 
which left the net earnings $10,257,635. Fixed 
charges, dividends and other amounts carried 
to renewal fund brought this-down to a surplus 
for the year of $479,881. There was a slignt 
decrease in net earnings, those of 1880 being 
$10,687,552. Gross earnings were, however, 
in excess of 1880. The great bulk of the in- 
crease in expenses, which brought the net 
earnings down, was dueto increased cost of 
labor and materials and the snow blockades 
and floeds of the past year. The gross earnings 
of the Union Pacific for 1881 were $24,258,815 and 
operating expenses $12,480,242. Interest and 
dividends on investment securities bring the 
balance of $11,788,476 up to $13,111,158. The op- 
erating expenses were 51.45 per cent of the 
gross earnings, but by deducting expenditures 
of $1,241,000 for steel rnils, repair of track and

6 percentage of Operating expenses becomes 
63-100 less than those of 1880.

The pian of a mereer suggested itself to the

The seheme did not work. The creditora 
became uneasy. A change in the condition of 
affairs set tongues wargiog and there were 
ugly rumors that the Real Estate Bank was 
pinched for cash to meet time deposits matur- 
ing. Such was the case, and in its extremity 
money had to be borrowed, The real estate 
owned by the Bank had depreciated very much 
owing to the hard times following the panic of 
1873. The bank directors were, in the end 
forced to throw up their hands, ali confidence

AGGRESSIVE CRIME.

Disreputable Houses Invading Re- 


spectable Neighbors About 
the City. 


The Real Estate Agents’ Opinien on 
This Serious Property Question. 


At nearly regular intervals the police send 


out word that certain portions of the city will 
be freed from disreputable houses. 


No writ. 
ten ordor is issued, but the patrolman on each 
beat drops into the houses on his precinct,un- 
der instructions from his sergeant, and 


advises the landlady to ‘‘move on.’’ 
It is not exactly an order 
such as Little Joe received, but it 
is advice which carries with it an impression 
of the necessity of following it. in reality the 
proprietresses of the disreputable houses 
about town are complete!y under the control 
of the police, who are able to institute success- 
ful prosecutions against every landlord, pro- 
prietor or proprietress, inmate, tre- 

uenter and attache in town un- 
der the strict provisions of the city ordinances. 
The law § for punishment of offenses 
against the public moraisand directly per- 
taining to the subfect is as follows: 

Any person who shall in thiscity keep, 
maintain, superintend or managea bawdy 
house, house of ill-fame, house of bad repute, 
house of prostitution or assignation, or who 
shall harbor or secrete, or permit any girl un- 
der the age of eighteen years to remain in, 
visit or frequent such bawdy-house, house of 
ill-tame, house of bad repute, prostitution or 
assignation, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and, upon conviction, shall- be 


“fined not less than $50. Clause second provides 


a fine of not less than $10 nor more than $100 for 
inmates. Clause3: ‘*Any person who shall 
permit any house, rooms or tenements in his 
or her possession, or under hisor her charge 
and control, to be used for the purpose of 
prostitution or house of bad repute, after ten 
days’ notice from the Board of Police Com. 
missioners, of such use of such house, rooms 
or tenements, shall be deemed guilty of a mias- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined not less than $50.’’ 

Clause seventh is as follows: ‘‘It shall be the 
duty of the Police Commissioners, whenever 
they become aware of the use of any house, 
rooms or tenements for any of the purposes 
mentioned in the preceding clauses, to give a 
written notice of such fact to the owner or 
agent of the owner of such house, rooms or 
tenements.’’ 

THE SCHEME OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
was to make these undesirable tenants leave 
the prominent thoroughfares and seek the 
seclusion of unimportant streets. This has 
been a failure, and during the last few months 
disreputable houses have spread into the most 
respectable neighborhoods in the city, causing 
great loss to property-owners. To obtain the 
views of the real estate men a reporter called 
on several and found the universal sentiments 
well expressed by Mr. M. A. Wolff. 

‘*These houses are now spread all over the 
city. They are to be found on Morgan 
street, Chouteau avenue, Chestnut, Pine, Olive, 
and in all portions of the city. They have not 
invaded ‘Vandeventer Place or Lucas Place 
yet, but they ultimately will, for there is noth- 
ing to check them. The city ordinance is a 
dead letter.’’ 5 

‘*Have you ever been informed by the Board 
of Police Commissioners that any house of 
yours was occupied by disreputable 
parties?’’ 

‘*‘No, [have never received such a notice in 
my life. Therespectable neighbors are the only 

ersons who ever reportit, but nothing can 
be done. They will not allow themselves to 
be used as witnesses against the offensive 
parties, and the agents,of course,can not suc- 
cesstully prosecute such a case, so that noth- 
ing can be done abeucitatall. There is some 
talk about an attempt to be made by some or 
the next Legislature to re-passthe old social 
evillaw. Now, in this connection, let me say 
that that was the best law we ever had on the 
books. Usder it a woman would come to 
me to rent a house, stating just how she in- 
tendedto occupy it. LIreferred her to the po. 
lice, and if she optained a permit I would rent 
her a bouseina locality occupied only by her 
kind. Under this law the owner was protected, 
the agent‘was protected, respectable neigh- 
bors were protected and the community at 
large. The women were not allowed to show 
themselves at the windows or 
ride { through the cit in an 
open carriage. As it is now itis a continual 
hurrah.” 

‘‘How do the real estate men regara the 
spread of these houses to respectable quarters 
of the city?’’ 

‘*Welil, they can’t prevent ft. A man may 
come to me to rent a house for such purposes 
on Olive street and say it is for his mother. 
The neighbors next come and report it to me, 
but I am powerless to prove it onthem. Now 
a house once used by such people is 
never again worth anything to rent to respect- 
able tenants. Such property consequently de- 
creases in valine. Inthis way they rnie the 
valuations. Itis like the boy who went to the 
bakery, ran his finger through a. custara pie 
and asked what they charged for damaged 

ies. It wasjustas good to him as before, 

ut worth less to the baker.’’ 

Speaking of the effect of the ola socia) evil 
law in giving the police control of that por- 
tion of the community, Chief Kennett said:
